CULTURE  DIRECTIONS 


Plant  in  any  garden  soil,  away  from  the  shade  of  trees 
or  buildings,  four  to  six  inches  deep,  about  four  to  six 
inches  between  each  bulb  in  the  row,  and  twelve  to  twenty 
inches  between  the  rows. 

Use  sheep  manure  or  bone  meal  well  mixed  with  the 
soil  when  planting  the  bulbs.  Keep  the  top  soil  loose 
around  the  plants  and  free  from  weeds. 

When  the  first  flower  opens  on  the  flower  spike,  cut  on 
a slant  with  a sharp  knife,  leaving  four  or  five  leaves  to 
mature  the  bulb.  When  cut  in  this  manner  and  given  fresh 
water  daily,  the  blooms  will  last  for  ten  days. 

Dig  the  bulbs  in  the  fall.  Cut  the  tops  off  close  to  the 
bulb  and  dry  for  two  weeks  before  storing  in  a dry,  frost 
proof  cellar  where  a temperature  of  about  42  degrees  can 
be  maintained.

On  orders  of  five  dollars  or  more  we  will  accept  twenty- 
five  per  cent  with  the  order  and  the  balance  to  be  paid 
before  the  delivery  of  bulbs.  Orders  not  fully  paid  on 
April  1st  will  be  sent  C.  O.  D.

We  advise  you  to  order  early,  as  all  stocks  are  not  of 
the  same  size. 

We  consider  bulbs  one  and  one-quarter  inches  and  up 
good  blooming  size.  If  by  any  chance  you  should  receive 
stock  not  true  to  name,  we  will  consider  it  a favor  if  you 
will  notify  us  at  once,  and  we  will  replace  it  two  for  one.

GREETINGS  FOR  1926 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  present  our  new  catalogue 
for  1926.  We  feel  that  it  is  a big  improvement  over  our 
preceding  catalogues  and  trust  that  it  will  meet  with  your 
approval. 

We  have  had  a very  successful  growing  season  and  assure 
you  that  we  are  better  fitted  than  ever  to  furnish  you  with 
Gladioli  of  Distinction. 

This  season  we  are  featuring  the  Introductions  of  Mr. 
L.  Merton  Gage  whose  originations  are  among  the  world’s 
leading  gladioli.  Quoting  from  the  well  known  authority  on 
this  flower  in  the  October,  1923,  number  of  “The  Garden 
Magazine  and  Home  Builder,”  Mr.  Montague  Chamberlain 
has  the  following  to  say  regarding  Mr.  Gage's  work  : 

“Gage  is  another  of  our  most  skillful  hybridizers.  He 
has  already  produced  a number  of  exceptional  quality, 
though  he  has  not  3^et  offered  many  of  them  to  the  public, 
for  he  will  offer  none  but  those  which  he  decides  are  of 
real  merit  after  several  years  of  trial,  and  Gage  is  rather 
conservative.  Not  that  I blame  him  for  that — there  are 
too  many  inferior  sorts  thrust  on  the  market  and  growers 
should  combine  to  prevent  their  increase.” 

“Among  the  varieties  that  Gage  has  given  us  is  one 
that  in  the  first  year  of  bloom  was  pronounced  ‘The  finest 
and  best  gladiolus  that  I have  ever  seen’  by  that  most 
competent  of  judges,  the  late  Maurice  Fuld.  Fuld’s  death 
occurred  soon  after  and  Gage  named  the  variety  for  him, 
Maurice  Fuld. 

“The  blossom  is  described  as  ‘rich  rose  doree  with  a 
blotch  of  Tyrian  rose  on  a pure  white  throat.’  It  is  of 
exceptionally  large  size  and  of  good  substance,  and  is  well 
set  on  a strong  and  straight  stem. 

“Alma  Gluck  is  another  product  of  the  Gage  Gardens 


that  has  superior  merit.  It  is  a peach  red  primulinus  of 
rare  beauty  and  grace. 

“And  still  another  of  great  merit — -a  real  beauty — is 
Mrs.  Frank  Morton,  a clear  white,  the  tips  of  each  petal 
splashed  with  geranium  pink,  the  lower  petals  bearing  a 
touch  of  pomegranite  purple  above  a yellow  throat. 

“Marjorie  Gage  — clear  white,  with  a blotch  of  fiery 
scarlet  — is  also  a Gage  production/’ 

There  is  much  we  might  say  regarding  the  high  rating 
given  to  this  hybridizer’s  introductions  by  the  eminent 
authority,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Gersdorff,  and  the  late  Maurice 
Fuld.  But  suffice  to  say  that  a trial  of  any  of  the  varieties 
listed  on  Page  1 will  convince  you  that  they  are  a real 
addition  to  the  gladiolus  world. 

Among  the  many  prizes  awarded  our  flowers  the  past 
season  were  two  beautiful  cups,  the  Ellen  L.  Mason  cup 
which  is  shown  on  the  first  page  was  awarded  to  us  for 
the  best  display  of  Gladioli  at  the  August  show  of  the 
North  Attleborough  Garden  Club.  In  the  seedling  class 
at  the  same  show  we  had  the  honor  to  win  the  American 
Gladiolus  Society’s  ribbon  rosette  for  the  best  unnamed 
seedling  in  the  show. 

Under  the  date  of  August  24th,  the  “Providence  Journal” 
has  the  following  to  say  of  our  winnings  in  the  above  class  : 

“In  the  class  calling  for  unnamed  seedlings  there  were 
many  entries  and  the  Goldedge  Gardens  won  all  three  prizes 
and  also  the  American  Gladiolus  Society’s  trophy  which 
was  offered  in  this  class.” 

In  this  connection  let  us  state  that  we  never  had  so 
many  promising  seedlings  as  we  have  had  this  past  season
